UUi «o 7 It was my lol to enjoy, 
during tho dozen days of which I write, 
a dozen of Ihe greatest luxuries which 
ll Is possible for nisin to taste at thn 
(nd of this century. At Nlco I expected 
to cross tho track of the "Potrolcuse" 
again, nnd do aomc literature sales in 
the aay City ; but It had boon delayed 
at another town. I found It was tile eve 
of one of the greatest of the Carnival 
flnys. A supply of tho .special "Petro- 
leuso" Number of "The En Avanl !" had 
arrived at the station, What a chanco 1 
To-morrow tho city would he given ever 
to the "good King Carnival"— a gorgeous 
scarecrow kins, twenty foot high— and all 
his gay procession.. Twenty thousand 
mnsojucradcrs, In every conceivable caric- 
ature eostumo, would run riot through 
tho streets, and fight ton thousand battles 
of confetti. Giant curs, high as a two or 
three-storied house, would parade the 
city. Oh, that my comrades had arrived 
In time, and that we had been there to 
seize Ihe chance of testifying for God In 
the midst of this scene of tho wildest 
human folly ! 

But tho Lord, Who docs not give grudg- 
ingly, thus gave me the lumry of going 
alone for Hint, In uniform, amongst those 
multitudes, wltlt my Salvation paper. And 
It so happeued that tills* nuinhcr was onb 
we had got up with great care, especially 
adapted to tho French crowd. I had a 
fairly good salo for throe hours, but, 
what wns bettor still, I did not meet a 
person who did not seem to understand 
the precise meunlng of my uniform, nnd 
on what King's business I was there In 
opposition to King Carnival, I came out 
of tho confetti ordeal hotter than I had 
expected, though these little cement pills 
do sting terribly when dashed In hnnd- 
ruls In your eyes ; and, of course, I could 
not wear the usual light wire vizor, . r I 
might have besn taken for a mock Salva- 
tionist. Scores of mcu nnd women, with 
sacks full or these pellets, were selling 
them to the crowd. 

One gentleman solemnly reproved mo, 
In the name of religion, for my degrading 
It by coming there with my paper. Hut 
be seemed to have forgotten completely 
for the moment Ills grotcsquo costu.no 
of red, and green nnd yellow, and was 
dumb when I ventured to point to It and 
suggest that my .irons and errand might 
at least be as religious as his at l.hat 
moment ! 

Another gentleman, to whom I sold n 
paper, camo next day to see the "Pctro- 
louso" (then arrived), and finding us In 
a. little hnwki-r'd Uolel (at 2s. lid. a day 
for hoard and lodging), expressed sur- 
prise, and bought, ror twelve francs, our 
publications. 

J 'cycled off next day to visit a lady, 
(he alory of whoso conversion from 
black Infidelity, through a fortnight's 
stay In an Officers' quarlors In Paris, was 
told In "All the World" two years ago. 
She Is slowly dyiiiK of consumption now, 
and it wns grand to henr her pray : "In 
the face of the universe, oh, my God, I 
can say that Thou linst saved me !" and 
tell so simply how she had been led to 
Christ— she.an ex-Infidel, of Catholic origin 
—by a poor, dying Proteslanl girl, who 
had sought, the shores of our dear Inurtnl 
France for her body's sake, and had 



round there her soul's emhnrknUon-plnce 
Tur Heaven. Ah, that "pastoral" 'cycle 
visit of mini, was a luxury ! Tlio- room 
was poor and bare, contrasted with tho 
gorgeous castles and the waving palm- 
trees or the landscape ; but oh, what 
sweets aro like those of Jesus' grace, and 
what clime IB so sunny as that of His 
Shillc ! Dless His name for ever ! 

Next dny, it was my privilege to T eycle. 
In unlrorm, round the circle in from of 
the Monte Carlo gambling temple, and 
through Its grounds, until requested to 
"movo on," When J. illd so, 3 felt the 
Spirit "movo me" to write a poem against 
Monte Carlo, and witness against that 
abominable evil which has cursed so many 
human lieartB. Tim verses came rushing 
through mc so quickly that 1 had to get 
oiT my bleyclo in tint main street of Men- 
tcne and buy a penny not^-honk to jet 
them down. 

Being In very poor health in France 
and Switzerland, I was on the way from 
Marseilles, via the Riviera nnd Jtnly, to 
the Levant, commissioned by tho Gen- 
eral to reconnoitre some of its ports, 
In view of new oponlnga, and at the same 
tlnio to profit hy tho sea «lr. But at Nice 
the conviction dawned upon me that, r.s 
my departure for the Enst was not of Im- 
mediate necessity, and as also the day 
of our beloved GenoraPs arrival in Lon- 
don was at hand, I ought to return for 
his Important meetings, and definitely 
trust God to restore my henlth Himself. 

It Is truly a luxury to feci that, when 
all plans are chauged hy the Lord's calls, 
ot.c'b will Is In that liquid ntate which en- 
nbles It to flov at once, uuhesltatlngly, 
into the new vessel of present circum- 
stances, nnd to accept the new path. To 
this luxury wns added another, that of 
feeling myself authorized hy Christ to 
commit my body to Him, and to Him 
alone, for strength that restoration In 
presence of new and seemingly Impossible 
duties. And never linve I enjoyed tak- 
ing a seven hundred miles" third-elans 
iirket no much as when distinctly enlled 
to do so In faith from that Nice slntlon. 
It Is n Ml of testimony I give here. The 
Lord can Impart life nnd strength lo the 
body. However else would the General, 
Ihe Chief, the Maroehalo, and lo many 
others, go ahead 1 

Panning along the Rhone Valley to- 
wards Lyons, i looked out at the road 
along which Caserlo tramped with the de. 
tcrmined purpose of assassinating Presi- 
dent Cnrnot. A nucstlnn nroKO In my 
mind, "Have I so far yielded to the pas- 
sion of Plvine love that I am also ready 
for anything In saving effort an he wr.'s 
In destroying energy ? Do 1 love as furi- 
ously ns he hated ?" And I dare not deny 
that the answer was in the affirmative. 
May I confess It ? I was conscious— and 
am as I write— that not only my heart 
contained nothing contrary lo perfect 
love, that Christ hod sanctified It and 
made It "clean," and filled It with the 
"pence thnl paKsclh understanding," but 
that all fear of men and all foar of all 
events bad gone— drowned In tlio hlun 
ocean of His love, Who doetli nil things 

well. It was a luxury to feel that n 
Christian can have it passion n.1 least a* 
strong nnd restless as a Cascrlo. 

Monday night, In the vast Albert Hall, 
thronged with ten thousand souls, I had 
the luxury of seeing the normal nine- 
teenth century antipodes and an antidote 
to the Nice Carnival. In the one was 
made vlslblo and tangible the Infinite 
variety of the forme which lovo and saving

wisdom nan lake In its effort to rescue 
men from the mad cnrnlvn! or sin, and 
from its hackwash of hideous misery and 
filth. 

The Two Days with God were times of 
grate indeed. I have been fourteen years 
in The Salvation Army, but never have 
I heard the General speak with more Di- 
vine authority and spiritual power tl'.an 
during these" days. The silence which 
hung over the grand audiences wns ptlcn 
intense, so deep wns Ihe intention. The 
current of Divine feeling was mighty. 
A spiritual thermometer let down Into 
that hall would have shown a very hleh 
degree of power. 

The claims of the Kingdom of (Sod 
wore urged with a force that swept, visi- 
bly, live hundred souls over the harrier* 
that had hitherto arrested their pro- 
gress. The responses, the rush of us, 
sent, that rose and burst through the 
building, ncre often like a thiindoi-clnp. 

And that midnight march through rie- 
cadllly's gay lnf,erno— eight hundred 
strong— led by the General on foot, and 
the. midnight meeting of one thousand 
five hundred In Exeter Hall, where all the 
varieties of sin and worldlncss, gloved 
and grovelling, were assembled— how shall 
I describe lhal luxury of love ? It wa-s 
Heaven to get right Into the heart of 
this hell, where yet there is hope. 

Blessed Jesus, blessed Jesus, truly Thou 
dost grant the "hundredfold" in luxuries 
also to those who have left all luxuries 
for Thee ! And all Thy luxuries arc 
Love !
